The Russian leadership stil can- 
not understand what happened in 
Cairo, and it would appear that its 
members are not quite sure of what 
Steps to take, according to the 
sources. They say that no decision 
has been reached yet. But it appears 
that those who until a short time 
ago were pushing for increasing the 
Russian military commitment to 
Egypt tothe point ofa limited clash 
with Isras] have been forced to 
back down. 

The Kremlin is now making a 
thorough review to determine what 
chances Russia has for spreading 
her risks more widely over the 
whole region. Among the leading 
candidates for the role of providing 
the Russians with political ancho- 
rage are Iraq and Syria, and it is 
believed that the Soviets are look- 
ing very hard at the Persian Gulf 
area. 

This policy of creating broad 
spheres of influence in the Arab 
world is expected to make itself 
felt in Moscow’s new relations with 
Cairo— provided, the sources add, 
there is no important change in the 
Egyptian leadership.

USS.-Soviet accord 
on Russian Jews

WASHINGTON. The White 
House yesterday left open the pos- 
sibility that some form of under- 
standing was reached at the Mos- 
cow Summit last May between 
President Nixon and the Soviet 
leaders that 35,000 Russian Jews 
would be able to emigrate annual- 

ly to Israel. 

White House spokesman Ronald 
Ziegler in a confusing exchange with 
correspondents, refused a direct con- 
firmation or denial of the reported 
claim from Jerusalem Sunday by 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller that 
President Nixon had secured an ag- 
reement with the Soviets on Jewish 
emigration quotas. 

Earlier, on his return to New York 
Governor Rockefeller backed away 
somewhat from his reported claim in 
Jerusalem: “I was misquoted... it 
was 8. meeting of the minds in Mos- 
cow... I know of no formal agree- 
ment.” Mr. Rockefeller said. But 
while modifying his alleged remarks 
he added: the facts speak for them- 
selves, because applications for 
35,000 Jews to emigrate to Israel 
have been accepted. 

The New York Governor's dis- 
closures have come as a surprise 
to American Jewish leaders who 
have been trying to obtain details 
of what passed between President 
Nixon and the Russian leaders in 
Moscow. 


EMIGRATION RATE 

While declining to discuss these 
details at the White House, Mr. 
Ziegler did draw attention to the 
rate of Jewish emigratiqgn from the 
Soviet Union which, if continued — 
it was now up to 15,000 for the 
last six months — would be about 
80-35,000 for the year. This was 
the figure used by Mr. Rockefeller. 

Mr. Ziegler acknowledged, as he 
has on previous occasions, that Sov- 
fet Jewry was discussed at the 


Rogers says 
‘yes, yes’ 


on summit 


MIAMI BEACH (JTA). — Sec- 
retary of State William P. Ro- 
gers responded “yes, yes” when 
asked here yesterday whether 
the Soviet Jewry issue was dis- 
cussed at the summit conference 
in Moscow in May between 
President Nixon and Communist 
Party Secretary-General Leonid 
Brezhnev. The double affirmative 
followed Mr. Rogers’ prediction 
that “we certainly think that 
(Jewish emigration from the 
Soviet Union) is going to con- 
tinue.” 

Rogers made his comments 
during an ABC television inter- 
view immediately follo his 
testimony on the Nixon ‘in- 
istration's foreign policy before 
the Republican resolution com- 
mittee, which is drafing the Party 
platform for presentation to the 
Party's convention next week. 


Amin, Rippon to meet 
today on Asian issue 


KAMPALA (Reuter). — President 
Idi Amin of Uganda and British 
special envoy Geoffrey Rippon last 
night arranged a meeting here for 
today on the Ugandan leader's plans 
to expel thousands of Asians. 

Mr. Rippon, who was unable to 
see President Amin during 2 36- 
hour visit here which ended on 
Sunday, hed planned to fly home 
last night from Dar-es-Salaam, 
Tanzania. 

A British High Commission 
Spokesman said that Mr. Rippon 
would meet President Amin for 
talks at 10 am. Israel time today. 

President Amin earlier yesterday 
dented that his inability to see Mr. 
Rippon previously had been a delib- 
erate snub and said he had simply 
been very busy. 

The President said he would wel- 
come talks with Mr. Rippon if he 
stopped in Kampala on his way 
back to London. He would Jove to 
dine with Mr. Rippon and have 
discussions with him, he said, add- 


ing that he regarded the British 
people as friends, However, he made 
clear that he did not expect the 
talks with Mr. Rippon to change 
his mind on his decision to expel 
Asians holding British passports 
within 90 days. 

“I will be happy to see that ali 
Asians (including citizens) get out 
of Uganda if they want to,” he said. 

In Dar-es-Salaam yesterday, Mr. 
Rippon briefed Tanzanian Premier 


ter John Malecela on Britain’s view 
of the practical and social prob- 
lems that the mass expulsion of 
Asians would entail.

— Terrorist leader 
Yasser Arafat was discharged on 
Sunday from Ma‘adi military hospi- 
tal after eight days of treatment, it 
was reported here.

The reluctance of the White House 
to be identified with specliic details 
of any talks on Soviet Jewry during 
the summit is predictable because 
official disclosure would embarrass 
the Soviet Union. In line with care- 
ful efforts to avoid such embarrass- 
ment at this time, as on such major 
issues as the Soviet withdrawals 
from Egypt, the Nixon Administra- 
tion is unlikely to claim direct credit 


for any understandings which may 
have been reached. 

If, as Mr, Rockefeller seemed to 
be insisting yesterday despite his 
disclaimers, there has indeed been 
an unwritten understanding between 
Mr, Nixon and the Soviet leaders, 
the Governor of New York — the 
state with the largest Jewish pop- 
wiation — would be a logical figure 
to disclose it. 

Some Jewish communal observers, 
however, believe that if there is en 
unéerstandirg, Mr. Rockefeller may 
not have cleared the timing of the 
disclosure with the White House. 


Rogers raps McGovern 


on Mideast 


MIAMI BEACH (INA). aA 
“drastic reduction" in U.S. military 
Strength in the Mediterranean 
would end the “close relationship" 
of the U.S. with Israel as well as 
with Turkey and Greece, Secretary 
of State William P. Rogers told 
the Republican Party's Platform 
Committee here yesterday. 

Rogers was asked by a Commit- 
tee member to discuss the “drastic 
reduction in defence" the delegate 
said was proposed by Democratic 
Presidential nominee George Mc- 
Govern. 

Mentioning specifically only the 
Mediterranear area in his response, 
Rogers sald a $30 billion cut “or 
one of that magnitude" in Amer- 
jcan defence was “out of the ques- 
tion." 

“That figure was used by Sen. 
McGovern as his contemplated re- 
duction in the arms budget over 
the next few years.) 

Rogers pointed out that the 
U.S.S.R. has “built up” power in 
the Mediterranean and said that 
US. tles with Israel, Turkey and 
Greece would all be out of the win- 
dow if “we would rot have that 


troop cuts 


kind of strength" in the area. 

In his broad review of the 
Nixon administration's foreign 
policy earlier, Rogers emphasized 
the U.S. diplomatic initiative in the 
Middle East cease-fire, now in its 
third year. 

He referred to having “promised 
our best efforts to help bring about 
peace negotiations in the Middle 
East" and that “in the face of a 
heavy Soviet arms build-up foster- 
ing dangerous instability, we pro- 
mised the assistance necessary to 
maintain the military balance in 
the area. 

“Our Buropean allies (presumably 
Nato) have increased their share 
to the common defence by $2 
billion in the last two years while 
we in return agreed to maintain 
and to improve the quality of our 
forces there in the face of 
strengthening Soviet deployment in 
Eastern Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean," he said. 

“We have done what was neces- 
sary to preserve the military 
balance in the Middle East, while 
working to bring about better con- 
ditions and a peaceful settlement.” 


Pentagon has 
no comment on 
P.o.W. report 


WASHINGTON |UPI). — The Pen- 
tagon yesterday disputed former U.S. 
Attorney General Ramsey Clark's 
claim that treatment of U.S. prison- 
ers of war in North Vietnam was 
humane, but refused to comment on 
Clark's statement that he had ob- 
tained written assurances from Ha- 
noi on P.c.W. release. 

Returning from a two-week trip 
to North Vietnam, Clark told news- 
men he received from high-ranking 
Communist officials “both verbal 
and written assurances" the P.o.W.s 
would be released if U.S, invelve- 
ment in the war was halted. 

He said the treatment of the 70 
American P.o.Ws he had seen was 
“very humane and very good under 
the circumstances.” 

Asked about his statements, De- 
fence Department Spokesman Jerry 
Ὁ. Friedheim said, "We don't want 
to comment on what Mr. Clark is 
reported to have sald." 

Friedheim said Clark “is, of course 
2 lawyer and a former Attorney 
General who was part of the ad- 
ministration that sent half a million 
Americans to Vietnam. He was part 
of the administration during which 
many of those men became prison- 
ers. 

At the news conference on Sun- 
day, Mr. Clark said the bombing of 
North Vietmam was “inhumane be- 
yond description — little babies, wo- 
men end old men are being killed. 
It is stupid.” 

Later last night, Mr. Clark qua- 
lified his statement on the P.o.W.s, 
saying “I elther mis-spoke or was 
misquoted.” He said, however, that 
he remained convinced Hanol would 
free U.S. P.o.W.s “when there is 
a full settlement of the war.”

The Mayor of Hebron, Sheikh Mo- 
hammed Ali Ja’abari, has refused to 
budge from his opposition to linking 
the town to the Israel Electric Cor- 
poration grid, “Itim” reported yes- 
terday. 

Tt is learned that the Israei auth- 
orities again made the proposal to the 
Mayor at a meeting held over a 
week ago, pointing out that Hebron, 
whose industries and population have 
grown considerably since the Six 
Day War, can no longer rely on its 
local generators for electric supply. 

The Mayor's opposition stems from 
his feeling that accepting electricity 
from the Israeli company would 
have undesirable political implica- 
tions.

According ta 4 survey made hy 
the Labour Ministry, some 4,00) 
such workers are living in mo- 
shavim, quartered in old barns, 
thicken houses, huts and tents. In 
some cases entire families have 
joined their breadwinners in these 
makeshift homes. 


A Defence Ministry official point- 
ed out to “Itim" that this practice 
is a violation of the Emergency 
Regulations. Both workers and em- 
ployers are punishable by law, he 
said. 

Meanwhile, the Moshav Move- 
ment has urged all its settlements 
to do without these resident workers. 
It is understcod that many mo- 
shavniks — suffering from a chronic 
shortage of hands on their farms — 
are vigorously protesting the edict.

TIBERIAS. Nahman_ Farkas, 
wanted for growing Indian hemp

LONDON (INA). — Russia tried 
to restrain Egyptian President Sa- 
dat from further military action 
against Israel because the Soviets 
believed that it would be doomed 
to failure.

KHARTOUM (Reuter), — Sudan 
said yesterday it will not take part 
in the Munich Olympics if the Rho- 
desian team competes. 

The Sudanese youth and sports 
minister said the Sudanese represen- 
tatives would go to Munich as plan- 
ned, but would be constantly in 
touch with the Sudanese embassy in 
Bonn for Instructions, and if the 
Olympics Committee meeting on Sa- 
turday decides in favour of Fhade- 
Sia taking part, he said, “our mis- 
sion will immediately return.”

New Vietnam plan— 
studied, ‘Time’ says 


NEW YORK (AP).—"Time” maga- 
zine said on Sunday that the 
Nixon Administration is working on 
8 broader set of Vietnam peace 
Proposals under which the U.S. 
“would be willing to leave things 
so that Hanoi has a fair chance of 
getting rid of” President Nguyen 
Van Thieu of South Vietnam by 
itself, 

(Henry Kissinger, President 
Nixon's national security adviser, 
held his 16th secret meeting with 
North Vietnamese officials in Paris 
yesterday, but Hanoi- spokesmen 
refused to make any comment on 
the White, House announcement of 
the conversation.) 

The news magazine said that 
what had recently transpired be- 
tween Mr. Kissinger and North 
Vietnamese negotiator Le Duc Tho 
in Paris is still secret, but one 
Nixon official has conveyed that 
Hanoi has begun to conduct “a sort 
of flirtation.” 

This means, “Time” added, “that 
the North Vietnamese have indi- 
cated just enough interest in a 
cease-fire and compromise settle- 
ment to put administration policy- 
makers to the task of finding a 
broader set of proposals that would 
give Hanoi an option on the future 
through a process of political evolu- 
“Hanoi wants Washington to get 
tid of Thieu as a condition for a 
settlement.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — A Soviet 
Lithuanian mewspaper has warned 
Communist officials against caus- 
ing “irreparable damage" by imsult- 
ing Cathole believers’ feelings. 

The article, in Saturday's exlition 
of the official newspaper ‘Soviet- 
skaya Litva," follows a protest 
last March by Lithuantan Catholics 
agaist alleged religious repres- 
sion, followed by selt-immolations 
and rioting In the Baltic republic. 

The article contained a cautlows 
warning to Communist Party 
workers not to antagonize believers 
in Lithuania, a state ammexed by 
Stalin In 1940, where the Catholic 
faith is at its strongest in the 
Soviet πίοι, It said: “... irrepa- 
rable damage could be inflicted by 
administrative attacks amd by any 
insults to believers’ sentiments. 
Wrong methods of combatting re- 
ligion not only do not undermine 
the basis for its spreading; on the 
contrary, they lead to imtensifica- 
thn of religious famaticism and 
hidden forms of ites, amd cause 
@iscontent and distrust among be- 
lievers and embitter them.”

years and should, dy rights, be cut down. But there’s a winter-visiting 
robin who likes it better than any other spot and would miss it 
terribly if it were gone, so instead of taking it out I plant morning 


glories to climb on it. 
. And the purple salvia bush... 


what a nuisance it is! We cut a 


new door to the livingroom on that side of the “housé, and the bush 
is definitely in the way. But there's a pair of sunbirds who find its 
nectar sweet in the season when little else blooms. I'd miss the shiny 
little male with his metallic green feathers, and his dowdy little mate — 
so the salvia bush stays and we sort of edge our way around it. 

One thing we don't have is sparrows, not that I'm sorry about it 
Sparrows in themselves are Interesting creatures, but they compete 
with other more delicate species. We've got finches and bulbuls and 


black birds and wood peckers and 


tits, rock doves ἃ plenty and palm 


doves as well — but nary a sparrow on the place. Being, as they 
are, confirmed dwellers around human habitations, the 20-odd years 
that this place stood empty in the Hills made the sparrows leave.

Official says tariff cuts 
passed on to consumers 


Jerusalem Post Economic Correspondent 

Tariff cuts during the past year 
have brought about reductions on a 
whole series of imported articles, 
according to ‘Dr. Moshe Mandelbaum, 
Deputy Director-General of the Min- 
istry of Commerce and Industry. 
“We slashed customs three.times this 
year, in January (for goods from 
the European Market), in April and 
in June. Now that old stocks are 
sold out, the new lower prices are 
taking over — and the public must 
see to it that they are universally 
appited," he said. 

Reductions range from 2 or 3 per 
cent (for various consumer durables 
like food mixers and vacuum clean- 
gars) to 10 per cent and more (for 
imported brands of jam, beer, cos- 
metics, textiles). Checks by Minis- 
try inspectors revealed that import- 
ed toilet soaps are down by 17 per 
cent and toothpaste likewise, choco- 
late by 4-5 per cent, glassware and 
Duralex products by 10 per cent. 

The Chambers of Commerce cto- 
operate in seelng ‘that reduced ‘cus- 
toms are passed on to retail prices 
in the shops. They report that for- 
eign washing-machines, TV sets and 
electrical motors are 5 per cent 
cheaper, wrist-watches and toilet- 
bowls 10 per cent, medicaments

cent. . 

Dr. Mandelbaum said that consum- 
er prices in Jarael are stable for the 
second successive month.

currency rules 
KINSHASA (AP). — The Bank 
of Zaire has issued strict regula- 
tions on currency exchange. 

Foreigners cannot travel in the 
Zaire with more than 30 Zaires 
(IL.270), but they have to spend 
a minimum of 20 Zaires a day. 
‘There is no restriction on other 
currencies but controls are made 
the country and 41 exchange 
at arrival and departure from 
operations must be made through 
Official banks. 

Transfer of Zaires from or to 
the (former French) Congo is 
forbidden. Transfers of other cur- 
rencies must be authorized by 
the Bank of Zaire.

~When we first published our plan, 
it was accepted with widespread 
scepticism,” Mr. Ronen pointed out. 
“This was at the end of the econo- 
mic recession, in 1967. I remember

They jabelled our whole plan a pro- 
paganda exercise. 

“They took exception to four 
points — the prediction that output 
would grow by 9.2 per cent @ year 
in real terms, the investment fore- 
east, the export targets, and the 
rate of private savings we set, 
which must increase, we said, to 18 
per cent of incomes (from 15 per 
cent at the time). 

“We can now say that all these 
targets were not only met, they 
were exceeded.” Output grew by an 
average of 10.7 ‘per ‘cent annually, 
Investment went up by 24.8 per cent 
ἃ year, instead of the 16.9 per cent 
predicted — though the biggest in- 
crease ‘was in housing. Even so, in- 
vestment in industry grew at almost 
exactly the pace predicted, by 33.8 
per cent a year. Exports rose by 
18.3 per cent instead of 15.2 per 
cent, and savings by 22 per cent 
instead of 18 per cent. 

Planners had assumed that de- 
fence outlay would not increase, so 
predicted zero growth in defence 
imports. In fact they expanded by 
16.7 per cent a year during the four- 
year period ull 1971. 

This was the main factor ‘causing 
ἃ major deviation in forecasts about 
the balance of trade. Exports (in- 
cluding invisibles) were due to reach 
$1,525m. by 1971, actually totalled 
$1,753m., or 15 per cent more. But 
imports were one billion dollars more 
than predicted — $2,943m. instead 
of $1,920m., an excess of over 50 
per cent. Thus the trade deficit, in- 
stead of narrowing tc $100m., wid- 
ened to $1,200m. 

Defence was not the only cause. 
Dr. Ronen castigated the Govern- 
Ment for failing to control the 
growth of private consumption in 
1968 and 1969. “It is true that con- 
sumption per capita grew by an 
average of 4 per cent during the 
whole period, as required, But the 
igterease was 8 per cent in the first 
two years — and only then were 
tight controls adopted, which ensur- 
ed a nil increase in 1970 and 1971."

But Israel policy unchanged

The number of non-Arab foreign 
tourists crossing to Israel from 
Jordan has grown steadily over the 
summer months — but not, appa- 
rently, to the extent of stimulating 
the Transport Ministry to review 
standing policy on charter flights,

ter flights while Israel does not is 
thought to be one of the main rea-~ 
sons these tourists arrived in Israel 
via Jordan.) 

Although thousands of Arab vi- 
sitors come to Israel monthly over 
Allenby Bridge, European and Amer- 
tesn tourists began using Jordan 
as a springboard for a Holy Land 

ge tour only two months ago. 
Since then the rate of foreigners 
using this point of entry has grown 
consistently, but not at an “alarm- 
ing" rate. 

Tourist Ministry sources place the 
mumber of such visitors at “several 
hundred" monthly. But they con- 
cede that if more alrlines and travel 
agencies begin to use cheap charter 
flights to Jordan, some sort of 
Israeli initiative might be required. 

Israel at present permits charter 
fights only for bona fide pilgrims, 
students, and travellers from Scan- 
dinavian countries. The restrictive 
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icy on charter flights was adop- 
er ae the insistence of ΕἸ Al, which 
claims that wider application of 
cheap charter operations would 
make 8 painful dent in its revenue. 
This view has been supported by 
the Cabinet, although the Tourist 
Ministry is known to regard it as 
short-sighted. 

Press reports from the U.S. last 
week said the Jordan national air- 
Une, Alia, has already requested the 
American Civil Aviation Board for 
permission to operate charter dights 
to Amman from the U.S. The 
C.A.B.'s Examiner, Louis Sornson, 
was said to be enthusiastically in 
favour of this project, and other 
airlines would not be slow to claim 
a@ part of the business if it proves 
profitable. It estimated that charter 
flights could be offered at from 
10 to 15 per cent lower than the

Although El Al has all along 
maintained that a reguler airline 
which also operates charters 15 cut- 
ting its own throat, it may have 
no choice but to jump on the band- 
wagon, The unlikely alternative 
would be to restrict In some degree 
crossings over Allenby Bridge.

with poor prospects in life, and 
the Fatah could offer travel, 
glamour, and the company of 
young men in addition to food 
and the clothes she craved;

ransom for a German Lufthansa 
plane a few months earlier. 
Rima may even not have given 
much thought to the fact that 
she was getting her relatively 
luxurious conditions as advance 
payment for a future hijacking 
that would involve threats to 
ἈΠῚ and might end with the des- 
truction of the plane and all its 
passengers, including herself and 
her three companions. One won- 
ders what she Jearnt at her Beth- 
lehem convent.

aim, that she saw trips with the 
Fatah as little more than a 
“Bonnie and Clyde” style life of 
glamorous crime that would lead 
to riches, or at least away from 
drab need.

MOSCOW (Ofns). — 
RUSSIAN foreign affairs experts 
believe that the close links be- 
tween Japan and the US., establish- 
ed after World War I, are being 
dissolved and they fear that Japan's 
most natural alignment in the future 
will be with China. 

Analysing the most recent deve- 
lopments, including the Sino-Amer- 
ican entente, the change of leader- 
ship in Tokyo and their own sum- 
mit meeting with the Americans, So- 
viet specialists foresee the dissolu- 
tion or abrogation of the U.&.-Ja- 
panese security treaty. The ‘Soviet 
experts accept that the treaty will 
continue to be in force so long as 
it suits ruling circles in Japan, and 
there can _be no question that the 
benefits of the treaty have been enor- 
mous. Above ali, it provides a con- 
venient cover for the build-up and 
modernization of the Japanese arm- 
ed forces. 

But the argument here is that 
with the Peking-Washington entente 
as a fact of international life, the 
whole character of Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations has changed, and a new 
situation has been created in the 
four-cornered relatlonship ‘between 
Moscow, Peking, Washington and 
Tokyo. Japan is freed from any obli- 
gation to conduct its foreign policy 
{n concert with Washington. There 
are many signs that the government 
in Tokyo has begun to assert its 
independence. Thus Japan, while act- 
ing asa spokesman for W: 
in the U.N. Security Council debates 
on Chinese admission fast year, and 
realizing the harm it had done to its 
prestige in Asia, made a quick turn- 
about and promptly recognized Ban- 
gladesh without waiting for Wash- 
ington to do 80. Tt has atso recently 
established diplomatic relations with 
Mongolia and contacted the North 
Korean and the North Vietnamese 
Governments. 

Last week, Japan's ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party approved plans 
for a visit to Peking by the New 
Prime Minister, Kakuei Tanaka, al- 
though no date has yet been set. 
Peking indicated its willingness to 
deal with the new Premier soon 
after he took office last month. 

Japan ‘can no longer rely upon 
the U.S. to protect its interests, and 
henceforth it is going to assert its 
own power in areas close to its in- 
terests. Tokyo is more worried than 
it cares to admit by American ac- 
tivies in China and has abandoned 
its passive attitude to relations with 
Peking. 

Soviet experts feel that the end 
product of this political upheaval 
may well be that Japan turns out to 
be the country which will derive the 
the greatest benefit from it. There

has always been ἃ good deal of talk 
about the vast Chinese market and

‘These reflections are not a matter 
of speculation. A Japanese Foreign 
Ministry report asserted after Pres- 
ident Nixon's visit to Peking that 
“Japan ‘wii be China's principal 
trade partmer in the near future” 
and went on to say that no major 
changes could be expected in China's 
economy or her foreign trade im- 
mediately after the U.S. President’s 
visit. < 

‘The Russians explain that one rea- 
son the Japanese were 30 annoyed 
by the Nixon visit was that their 
pride was hurt. They had assumed 
that the U.S. would continue to be 
guided ‘by their expertise on China. 
But the Americans destroyed ‘this 
assumption overnight and, far from 
being given a priority, Japanese dip- 
lomacy suffered an eclipse. Tt is ar- 
gued here that the security treaty 
has ceased to be useful because 
Washington is no longer following 
a Japan-oriented foreign policy in 
the Far East and at the same time, 
the treaty makes the Chinese sus~ 
picious of Japan. Therefore, perhaps 
under the cloak of reexamination, 
the treaty will either be abrogated 
or watered down. 

All this does not mean that Mos- 
cow is entirely pleased with these 
developments. The fear ls expressed 
here that Japan wil use its strong 
economic position to tie up the Far 
Eastern and the South-Mast Asian 
region in some sort of co-prosperity 
sphere. Combined with Ja- 
panese military power and the possi- 
bility that Japan may acquire nu- 
clear weapons in future, this poses 
ai ceneee. for the Soviet Union as 
w 

The Soviet strategy, therefore, 
continues to be a duai approach to 
Japan, involving le econo- 


mic ties which will moderate Ja-° 


panese antagonism towards the So- 
viet Union and a campaign ageinat 
Japanese efforts to achieve’ mastery, 
either in the economic or political 
fields in the Far East.
